On account of the hurricane one day was Jost which could 
not be made up. The other items remain practically the 
same as the year previous. ‘he total number of pupils regis- 
tered was 80. There were also three elementary school 
pupils attending school in Bradford and 18 high school 
pupils in other districts. This makes 101 pupils residing in 
the district and attending public schools, the same as last 
year. The annual report of the school nurse will be found 
on another page. 


During the summer of 1939 wells were dug at South New- 
bury and Baker Hill, and water was piped into the former 
school. The Baker Hill well with a pump is located con- 
veniently near the school building. 


7A 
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At the beginning of school in September 1939 the pupils 
attending the Center and South schools were divided into 
two groups. One group including all pupils in grades 
1-2-3-4 was assigned to the Center School. The other con- 
taining all pupils in grades 5-6-7-8 was assigned to the South 
School. While the cost of transportation may be slightly 
higher than before, there are many distinct advantages in 
this arrangement : 


1. Teachers trained especially for work in higher or lower 
grades may be employed. 


2. At least twice as much time may be given to each class. 


3. The inevitable petty troubles originating between the 
younger and older pupils are avoided. 


To date this arrangement of the grades in the two schools 
has proven to be a distinct advantage in the progress of both 
groups of pupils. 


We wish to thank the parents, teachers and the School 
Board for their continued co-operation in our efforts for the 
improvement of the schools.
